Storm-laahed Arkansas and Oklahoma counted at least 
43 dead and hundreds injured today from tornadoes which 
swept through rural areas causing thousands of dollars of 
property damage. Hardaat hit was a heavily populated agri- 
cultural region near Pine Bluff in southeastern Arkansas. 
Thirty-seven bodiea were reported recovered and about 
15 persons were believed missing. 

Hundreds were injured as the twister leap-frogged across 
the rich Arkansas fanning area yesterday, narrowly miss- 
ing Pine Bluff, a city of 40,000. 
In Oklahoma, three-fourths 
of the town of Leedey was 
leveled Saturday night. Six 
persona were killed and about 
25 injured. The town has a 
population of 600. 

Botb aUtu were hll Hriler this 
year by severe storms. In AprU, 
tommdoes In northern Arksiuas and 
northwestern Oklahora* ctuaed 
more than 100 deaths snd heavy 



In yesterday's Aikanaas Btorm, 
' esUmates of the number of homes 
destroyed ranged aa high as i;»0. 
' So great was the force of the 
wind that bridges "were literally 
blown away acroM bayous" and 
trees were ripped to splinters. 

Whole families— Negro and white 
—were wiped out," said Pine Bmif 
Mayor George Steed. "I saw 10 
Negroes all in one heap. The build- 
ings were leveled and the only evi- 
dence some had ever atoofl were 
the foundations." 

EO-Mile Coarse 

TUB storm moved over a M-mlle 
course, across flat country broken 
only by Im^ous and hardwood Umber 
stands In the lowlands.

Grain Market 
In Purchases 

WASHINaTON. June 3 OPJ-The 
government has decided to buck the 
grain market for future supplies of 
wheat heeded for export rather than 
try to fix a top price it Is willing 
to pay. 

In reporting thla decision, re' 
sponsible agriculture department of. 
flclals said privately today they hsd 
concluded that the only way the 
government could be nure of getting 
suppllea for needy areas abroad is to 
pay whatever the market demands. 
Considered Celling 

Hopeful ot keeping wheat prices 
from Jumping back to ttie |3-a- 
bushel level reached last winter, the 
government had conaldcred setting 
a price at which It would buy wheat, 
on the theory thai such an offer 
would pretty well lu the market 
price. 

This Idea finally was toued nslde, 
however, because ot the iirgoni needs 
of many foreign areas between now 
and their own tsll harvests.

The International emergency food

Leaders Will Hpesh 

Jawaharlnl Nehru, leader of tlio 
congress party: President M. A. Jlii- 
nnh of the Moslem league, and tlie 
tilkh leader, B. Baldov Slniili. were 
to (iponk on the radio lulcr. 

The British plan tor withdrawal 
from the teeming subconllncnl oftrr 
lao yoora was placed before tlie 
ncven dominant Indian polltlcliinii 
by Lord Mountbatten while heavily 
armed troops and police alood guard 
lo prevent any renewal of violence 
between Hindus and Monlenui in lite 
tcnne capital. The BrltUh plan to 
quit India by next June.

U. S. Suspends Aid 
Credit for Hungary 

^VASHINGTON, June 2 {/P)— Secretary of Stote Marghall 
today ordered suspension of an unused half of a $80,000,000 
credit to Hungary, where a pro-communiBt regime has just 
been set up with Russian support. 

In a statement Marshall also said the United States 

wishes every success" for 
the new non-communlgt Ital- 
ian regime formed by Prime 
Minister Alcide De Gasped. 
He said: 

"We shall continue to give aid to 
the Italian people who have demon- 
strated their sincere and abiding 
faith -to democratlo proceaaes for 
the preservation of theh* Individual 
liberties and basic human rights." 

Marshall made no promise as to 
when or how the aid would be given. 
A department official noted that 
Mitn ibp" has said there. wer« many 
ways In which thls'^' Rovemment 
could help Italy to its poatwar dU- 
licultles. - ~ -. 

A mission from the export-Import 
bank is In Italy now examining the 
basU for an Italian request for a 
|100W>.l>00 loon. 

The 130,000,000 credit to Hungary 
was granted Feb. IB, and about 
tlB.00O,00O has not yet been uUl- 
lied.

In addition, Hungary recently was 
promised a 17,000,000 credit to buy 
American cotton. A state depart- 
ment official said the statu* of 
this has not been decided.
